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SELECTMEN"S  REPORT 

Once  again  this  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Town  of  Antrim.  For 
this  report,  we  will  summarize  some  of  the  major  activities. 

A  major  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  improving  the  condition  of  roads 
in  Antrim.  This  will  be  an  expensive  and  lengthly  process.  During 
1983  portions  of  Depot  St.  and  Gregg  Lake,  Rd.  were  torn  up  and  re- 
surfaced after  the  road  base  was  upgraded.  In  addition  a  section  of 
the  Second  N.  H.  Turnpike  Rd.  was  upgraded  and  surfaced.  The  final 
area  of  improvement  this  year  has  been  the  use  of  crushed  gravel  on 
numerous  dirt  roads. 

As  authorized  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  a  new  one  ton  pick-up  truck 
wab  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Highway  Dept.  The  final  cost  was 
$1,000  less  than  estimated.  This  new  truck  replaced  the  jeep  which 
was  subsequently  sold. 

The  Fire  Department  had  a  very  good  year  with  no  major  fires  reported. 
Fire  protection  gear  was  purchased  for  fifteen  members  of  the  depart- 
ment and  replacement  of  some  of  the  older  fire  hose  has  begun. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  approved  Antrim,  Bennington  and 
Francestown  as  a  Solid  Waste  District.  This  is  a  major  step  forward 
in  meeting  the  State's  strict  guidelines.  These  guidelines  require 
some  changes  in  the  operations  of  the  landfill  which  will  incure 
additional  expense. 

After  three  years  of  renovations  the  old  fire  station  is  now  complete 
and  the  selectmen  are  now  soliciting  tenants.  There  are  two  offices 
for  rent  with  the  intention  of  creating  some  additional  revenue  for 
the  Town. 

Perhaps  the  best  news  of  the  year  which  everyone  is  aware  of  was  the 
IVIo   decrease  in  the  1983  tax  rate.

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REPORT   OF   THE   ANTRIM   SEWER  &    WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


Follovrlro^  approval  at  the  1983  Antrim  and  Bennington  Town 
Meetings,  contracts  were  signed  between  the  two  towns  for 
joint-use  of  Antrim's  wastewater  facilities.  We  understand 
that  construction  for  the  project  may  be  completed  in  late 
1984,  The   revenue  generated  by  Bennington's  use  of  our  facil- 
ity will  help  "hold-the-line"  on  operation  and  maintenance 
costs. 


This  year  also  saw  the  completion  of  a  preliminary  Engineering 
Report  of  the  Antrim  Water  System  by  David  Kittredge,  P,E,,  a 
consulting  engineer  from  Manchester,  New  Hampshire. 
The  problems  facing  the  futxire  needs  of  the  system  are  many 
and  will  not  be  dealt  with  easily  nor  inexpensively.  We  feel 
that  events  this  year  have  given  us  answers  to  many  questions 
and  have  established  a  progressive  course  to  follow  in  reaching 
the  goals  of  system  improvement. 

Based  on  the  results  of  the  study  and  the  impact  of  new  State 
Regulations,  we  plan  some  expenditures  for  1984.  Approxi- 
mately $  25,000  for  long  overdue  maintenance  and  repairs, 
will  be  needed  to  begin  a  phase-in  of  long-term  improvements 
to  the  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Antrim  Police  Department  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful year  serving  the  community.  The  following 
statistics  were  taken  from  the  records  of  the 
Hillsborough  County  Dispatch  Center. 

There  were  2,973  calls  to  the  Antrim  Police 
during  the  year.   From  these  telephone  calls  the 
officers  had  to  respond  2,009  times.  This  is  an 
increase  of  30.7%  over  1982.   (  These  figures  do 
not  include  in-person  contacts  made  by  the  officers 
during  their  on  and  off  duty  time.)  Auto  accidents 
were  down  15*9%   and  there  were  no  fatal  accidents 
in  1983.

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JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN,  I983 

The  year  of  oiir  75th  anniversary  was  not  one  of  drastic  change,  or 
rapid  growth:  rather  it  was  one  of  assessing  ciirrent  needs  in  the  light 
of  James  A.  Tuttle's  original  wish  for  the  town,  and  looking  ahead  to 
meet  these  needs.  There  was  a  circulation  of  18,152  items,  of  which 
8,328  were  children's  materials,  and  the  total  collection  grew  to  over 
12,000.  The  increase  incliides  466  new  acquisitions,  73  books  rented  on 
the  McNaughton  plan,  and  422  books  on  "peimanent  loan"  from  what  was 
once  the  State  bookmobile  collection,  now  discontinued.  In  addition 
131  items  were  borrowed  from  other  libraries,  including  the  State  libra- 
ry. Although  there  is  no  more  bookmobile  service,  the  State  Library  is 
still  a  fine  source  for  non-fiction  books  and  general  information.  Our 
periodical  collection  has  seen  some  change,  with  the  addition  of  compu- 
ter and  science  magazines,  a  Boston  newspaper,  and  pertinent  newsletters, 
bringing  the  total  to  73  titles. 

In  January  a  Sharp  SF  750  copier  was  installed  for  both  library 
and  public  use.  No  clearer  image  is  possible  at  15  cents  a  page,  and 
the  library  is  open  some  evenings  and  Saturdays  when  most  businesses  are 
closed,  which  should  meet  the  needs  of  some  citizens  who  woric  dviring  the 
day.  The  first  year's  use  indicates  that  the  copier  will  pay  for  itself 
over  a  period  of  time. 

Antrim  school  children  visited  the  libraiy  with  their  teachers  98 
times  in  I983,  taking  out  2,484  books  and  magazines.  The  energetic  and 
innovative  Friends  of  the  Library  organized  11  of  the  14  children's 
story  and  craft  programs  through  the  year,  and  in  addition  held  14 
stoiy  hours  at  the  Gregg  Lake  public  beach  in  July.  Twelve  movie  pro- 
grams attracted  1,164  viewers,  and  40  children  registered  for  the  "Big- 
foot"  summer  reading  program.  The  movie  projector  was  borrowed  21  times 
by  three  different  organizations. 

The  Turtle  Players  has  grown  from  14  children  who  presented  "The 
Wizard  of  Oz"  in  I98O  to  82  who  performed  in  "Peter  Pan"  and  "Pippi 
Longstocking"  in  1983.  It  has  clearly  outgrown  its  original  purpose, 
which  was  a  summer  library  program,  and  there  must  be  a  broader  adult 
base  if  it  is  to  continue.  The  popularity  of  the  program  indicates  a 
need  to  maintain  a  children's  theatre  in  the  community;  whether  it  can 
be  sponsored  by  the  Library  any  longer  is  questionable. 

In  addition  to  the  children's  programs  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
have  published  a  bimonthly  newsletter,  issued  weekly  publicity  releases, 
raised  $450.00  at  a  book  sale,  built  a  library  float  for  the  Old  Home 
Day  parade,  presented  adult  programs,  and  volunteered  for  various  jobs 
in  the  library.  The  group  is  to  be  commended  for  their  contribution  to 
improved  library  service. 

Our  staff  has  been  increased  to  fill  4  part-time  positions,  that 
of  head  librarian,  two  assistants,  and  one  page.  With  each  staff  mem- 
ber doing  her  particular  job,  based  on  her  particular  abilities,  the 
patrons  can  look  forward  to  more  satisfactory  service. 

Gifts  were  received  from  42  individiials  and  organizations,  and 
funds  were  received  to  purchase  specific  books  in  memory  of  Thomas  Don- 
ahue and  Dora  Miner.  Six  autographed  books  were  presented  to  the  lib- 
rary by  the  authors  who  are  former  or  present  residents.  Included  are; 
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"Yankee  Delectables"  by  Barbara  Shea  Bowman 
"Values  and  Biology"  by  Charles  H.  Butterfield 
"Growing  Up  on  Butterfield  Farm"  by  Barbara  B.  Carll

"Learning  With  Logo"  by  Daniel  Watt 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  in  this  anniversary  year  to  know 
that  the  Tattle  Library  serves  a  community  with  so  much  literary  poten- 
tial. 

The  Trustees  have  had  a  banner  year,  accomplishing  much  more  than 
the  job  entrusted  to  them.  Their  continued  support  in  all  library  mat- 
ters is  much  appreciated,  and  should  not  go  unheralded,  for  it  is  this 
kind  of  dedication  that  makes  our  library  one  in  which  James  A.  Tuttle 
would  take  pride.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  1983  the  Conservation  Commission  felt  the  lack  of 
members  in  trying  to  carry  out  our  goals  for  the  year.   Ve 
were  able  to  represent  the  town  and  to  gather  information 
at  meetings  about  state  wide  concerns  such  ns  water  quality, 
acid  rain,  and  forest  management.   This  is  a  basic  facet  of 
our  work,  but  we  have  stated  that  our  most  important  goals 
are  to  bring  these  and  other  environmental  concerns  to  Antrim 
in  ways  that  our  town  can  experience  and  gather  sufficient 
knowledge  to  make  decisions  that  will  affect  our  lives  in 
many  ways.   Consequently,  we  hope  to  develop  good  management 
and  trails  for  our  town  property,  to  help  sponser  events 
that  inform,  and  hear  opinions  (such  as  this  year's  Acid 
Rain  Forum  and  a  talk  by  the  Audubon  Society  head),  and  work 
in  youth  conservation. 

This  year  we  developed  an  improved  town  map  for  the  Woman's 
Club  booklet,  maintained  present  trails,  and  half  finished 
a  loop  through  the  Hurlin  Property,  helped  Scouts  earn  some 
badges,  helped  with  Clean  Up  Day  in  the  spring,  sponsored 
four  walks,  and  helped  the  Park  Board  apply  for  a  grant  to 
dredge  Great  Brook  Pond.   Ve  continued  to  communicate  with 
the  Forest  Society  and  Minuteman  Council  about  trails  on  the 
McCabe  and  Camp  Sachem  properties.   We  have  not  made  a  report 
to  the  Master  Plan  Committee  about  open  space  goals  for  the 
town . 

Once  again  we  wish  to  invite  any  interested  citizens  to  join 
us  to  share  interests  and  skills  to  further  the  Commissions 
work.   We  are  sure  there  are  many  who  could  help  us,  if  they 
will  just  step  forward.

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30ARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  held  public  hearings  on  seven  cases  in 
1983. 

A  request  for  three  variances  resulted  in  two  being  granted  to  a 
local  manufacturing  concern  for  a  30,000  sq.  ft.  expansion.  In  deny- 
ing the  third  variance  the  Board  upheld  the  necessity  for  manufacturing 
buildings  to  be  placed  at  least  I50  feet  away  from  residences. 

In  two  cases  the  Board  was  asked  to  hear  appeals  from  administra- 
tive decisions  in  each  case  concerning  changes  in  the  use  of  buildings 
that  were  originally  constructed  as  bams.  In  both  cases  the  Board 
upheld  the  Selectmen  in  requiring  variances  for  the  conversions  of  the 
bams  but  only  one  of  the  variances  was  granted.  In  ruling  against 
the  second  request  the  Board  determined  that  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  at 
present,  does  not  provide  for  guest  houses  in  the  Recreational  Dis- 
trict or  any  other. 

Special  Exceptions  were  granted  to  two  new  Bed  and  Breakfast  busi- 
nesses which  enabled  them  to  operate  in  buildings  that  were  most  re- 
cently private  residences. 

Two  other  cases  concerned  setback  variance  requests  for  the  con- 
struction of  garages.  In  one  case  the  variance  was  granted  and  in 
the  other  it  was  denied.  There  seems  to  have  been  an  Increase  in  the 
past  several  years  for  requests  concerning  garages  and  the  Board  would 
suggest  that  property  owners  carefully  consider  the  zoning  requirements 
necessary  for  new  structures  and  that  building  permits  are  sought  from 
the  Selectmen  early  in  the  planning  stages. 

In  August  the  Board  of  Adjustment  began  the  practice  of  open  ex- 
ecutive sessions  for  deliberations.  Open  sessions  are  now  required 
by  state  regulations  and  enable  participants  to  observe,  but  not 
participate,  in  the  actual  decision  making  of  each  case.  The  stabil- 
ity of  this  Board  and  the  fact  that  members  have  worked  together  on 
many  decisions  before  have  made  this  transition  an  easy  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  FOR  AN  ANTRIM  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

This  report  is  in  response  to  the  resolution  proposed  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library,  at  the  1983  Town  Meeting,  to  form 
a  committee  to  prepare  the  steps  for  the  organization  of  a 
Historical  Society  and  to  report  recommendations  for  action  at  the 
1984  Town  Meeting. 

In  tracing  the  origins  of  the  historical  rooms  in  the  Library,  it 
was  learned  that  a  group  of  citizens  in  the  summer  of  1908,  recognized 
the  need  for  an  organization  to  concern  itself  with  the  preservation 
of  the  history  of  the  community  in  some  orderly  way  (Antrim  Reporter, 
August  1908)   In  the  Fall  of  that  year,  Henry  Hurlin  came  before  the 
Library  Trustees  to  seek  their  permission  for  the  use  of  a  room  to  be 
set  aside  for  the  use  of  a  historical  collection.   Some  months 
later  it  was  approved  "subject  to  such  regulation  as  the  Trustees 
to  seek,  their  permission  for  the  use  of  a  room  to  be  set  aside  for 
the  use  of  a  historical  collection.   Some  months  later  it  was  app- 
roved "subject  to  such  regulation  as  the  Trustees  subscribe". 

(History  of  the  Tuttle  Library).   In  1948  the  Trustees  met  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  who 
agreed  to  supervise  the  historical  room.   In  recent  years  there  has 
been  little  activity  concerned  with  the  historical  rooms,  with  the 
exception  of  the  many  hours  contributed  by  Ralph  Proctor  to  prepare 
the  rooms  for  exhibition  in  1977  for  the  Antrim  Bi-Centennial. 

We,  as  a  committee,  after  understanding  the  need  for  an  on-going 
organization  to  concern  itself  with  Antrim's  history  and  the 
collection  of  memorabilia:  visited  other  Historical  Societies  in 
neighboring  towns.   It  was  through  them  that  we  learned  about 
organizing,  financing,  and  the  many  programs  and  activities  available 
to  Historical  Societies.   It  may  be  noted  that  we  are  just  about  the 
only  town  in  the  area  without  such  an  organization. 

It  is  then,  our  recommendation,  that  the  Town  approve  the  orginiza- 
tion  of  the  Antrim  Historical  Society  as  the  group  designated  to 
collect,  document  and  preserve  the  Town  history.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1983 

The  activities  of  the  Planning  Board  in  1983  were  enlivened  by  a 
change  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  required  by  the  revised  State  statute 
on  "manufactured  housing."  Aside  from  that,  the  Planning  Board 
had  a  rather  quiet  year.   At  the  20  meeting,  six  public  hearings 
were  held  on  subdivision  applications  that  received  approval.   One 
boundary  adjustment  was  accepted  and  one  annexation  was  approved. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1982  outlined  the  zoning  change  to  permit 
"mobile  home  subdivisions."  On  the  ballot  at  the  annual  Town  elect- 
ionthere  were  two  proposals.   The  one  supported  by  the  Planning 
Board  gave  precise  specifications  and  limitations  for  mobile  home  sub- 
divisions to  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  five  zoning  districts.   The 
amendment  offered  by  petition  would  permit  "mobile  homes  or  trailers" 
in  any  district  subject  only  to  the  same  requirements  as  "dwelling 
units  built  entirely  on  site."  Since  the  issues  were  fairly  complex, 
the  Planning  board  wrote  letters  which  were  published  in  the  three 
local  weekly  papers,  explaining  the  Board's  stand  and  the  differences 
between  the  proposals.   Board  members  were  on  hand  outside  the  voting 
place  on  March  8,  1983,  to  inform  the  citizenry  about  the  proposals. 
The  Board's  amendment  was  approved  234  to  158.   The  petitioner's 
proposal  was  rejected  261  to  137.   This  was  interpreted  as  a  strong 
vote  of  confidence  in  the  Planning  Board. 

At  the  same  election,  a  minor  change  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  was 
approved  325  to  69.   It  reduced  from  two  years  to  one  year  the  period 
during  which  an  owner  must  remove  fire  or  other  ruins  from  his  or 
her  property. 

Several  interesting  cases  arose  on  the  interpretation  of  the  Antrim 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  of  relevant  State  Zoning  and  Planning  statutes. 
One  that  may  have  to  be  clarified  in  the  next  revision  of  the  Town 
Ordinance  concerns  instances  when  a  landowner's  property  straddles 
zoning  district  boundaries.   Court  rulings  and  legal  interpretations 
of  such  situations  have  not  been  explicit. 

Good  progress  on  the  Master  Plan  for  Antrim  was  made  during  the  year. 
Drafts  of  four  chapters  were  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for 
their  comments.   A  fifth  chapter  is  nearly  complete.   Three  more 
will  be  drafted  early  in  1984.   A  recent  revision  of  the  State 
statutes  requires  all  towns  to  have  a  Master  Plan  approved  by 
January  1,  1986.   Therefore  Antrim's  plan  must  be  ready  for  review 
by  the  Town's  voters  at  the  1985  Town  Meeting. 

The  make-up  of  the  Planning  Board  was  constant  during  1983  -  seven 
regular  members,  two  alternates.   Attendance  at  the  20  meetings,  was 
excellent.
